THE e third annual report of the 
Interstate Commerce Commis-ion 
contains some interesting statistics 


of American railroads. The tend- 
ency toward consolidation of rail- 
road interests is indicated by the 
fact that during the last year 
thirty-four compavpies, represent- 
iny nearly 2,000 miles of railroad, 
were merged into other corpora- 
tions, while fifty more companies 
were consolidated with others, 
Nominally there are about 1,700 
railroad corporations in the United 
States, but as a matter of fact forty 
of them operate nearly one-half 
ihe mileage. Seventy-four com- 
psnies out of the 1,700 have four- 
fitths of the totel earnings, and it 
may thus be said that these 74 
companies practically constitute 
the allroad interests of the 
United States. As a matter of 
fact also these seventy-four com- 
panies can be boiled down to less 
than a score as far as independent 
mrpagement is concerned, while 
their curporate existence is sepa- 
rate and distinct. For instauce, it 
is well known thatthe Vanderbilt 
mauagement controls aud domi- 
nates three or four of the biggest 
companies in the country, aud this 
istrue of anumber of Gould’s lines 
und of many lesser corporations. 
It is hardly a stretch, therefore, to 
say that already the process of 
consolidation and concentration 
which has been going steadily 
forward in the world for the last 
quarter of a century has reduced 
the number of independent boards 
of control or independent man- 
agement to about twenty. Con- 
solidation, combination, merging 
aud te making of traflic arrange- 
ments will continue from year to 
year bereafter as in the past, no 
doubt, aud the only question is 
where will it end ?
